Council incumbents 
defend actions at 
candidate’s forum

The City Council incumbents, spent a 
little more time defending their last 
four years in office during last night’s 
Meet The Candidates Night sponsored by 
the Lompoc Educational Association at 
the Lompoc High School cafeteria. 
The incumbents, Richard Jacoby, May­ 
or Robert MacCIure and Brooks Speight, 
were not only charged with failing to 
accomplish specific projects, but also 
with "fiscal irresponsibility.” 
Speight in particular elaborated on 
each point in defense of the present city 
council then cast a warning note of his 
own to the approximately 200 persons 
in the audience when he said that if all 
of the projects promised by the other 
candidates were accomplished it would 
triple the tax rate. 
Most of the charges against the in­ 
cumbents 
came from candidates Floyd 
Dunlap and Sol Lefkowitz, 
Dunlap charged fiscal irres|x)nsibility 
in that the council failed to accept the 
low bids on various projects. He said 
the council a year ago accepted a local 
insurance bid for the city that was $10,- 
000 higher than the out of town low bid 
and that more recently they accepted a 
local auto dealer’s bid for six police 
cars that was $3,000 higher than the out 
of town low bid. 
(Actually, the difference in the bids 
for the six police cars was $2,022. The 
council also accepted the third low bid 
on five compact cars, the difference 
being $1,107 and the second low bid on a 
pickup truck, the difference being $1G4. 
The total difference on the three bids 
was $3,293). 
Dunlap and Lefkowitz both claimed 
that projects, such as storm drains, 
paved half streets, parks and recrea­ 
tional facilities, a senior citizen facil­ 
ity and others have not been completed 
as promised by the incumbents. 
Dunla{) charged that the urban renew­ 
al project turned down by the voters 
four years ago was being considered by 
the city council once again. 
Jacoby said that the urban renewal 
project, as such, was not being consid­ 
ered again. He said many different ur­ 
ban improvement plans, such as the river 
park, are available to the city and the 
city 
planning 
department 
is 
study­ 
ing many of these. 
MacCIure pointed out that the Johns- 
Manville Park was built in 1967 and im­ 
provement 
program s 
for majiy other 
parks were originated the same year, 
and not during the election year, as one 
candidate charged. He stated that every 
half street in the city that qualified un­ 
der the 1911 Act had been paved and 
only those which do not qualify had not. 
Speight added that the city cannot 
force adjacent property owners into get­ 
ting the half streets paved. He said 


Committee okays 


postal rate hike 


Wi\SHlNGTON 
(UPI) - The Senate 
Post 
Office 
Committee 
today 
un­ 
animously approved a 6 per cent federal 
pay raise negotiated by the Nixon admi­ 
nistration and postal unions. 
Sen. Gale W. McGee, D—Wyo., com­ 
m ittee 
chairman, 
said 
the measure 
probably would be considered by the 
Senate Wednesday or Thursday. 
The 
House plans to await Senate action be­ 
fore taking up the legislation. 
McGee said his committee did not 
consider otlier proposals negotiated after 
the nation's first postal strike. 
They 
include an additional 8 per cent raise 
for postal workers only, tied to a postal 
reform measure. 
President Nixon has asked Congress 
to finance the 8 per cent raise by im 
creasing the price of a first ( lass 
stam p from 6 to 10 cents. 


many plans had been offered the owners, 
such as having 10 years to pay for the 
work or letting the city do it and the 
owner would not have to repay until his 
property 
was developed. 
But, Speight 
said, the owners have refused. 
Speight said a storm drain system 
to alleviate the situation at the five worst 
intersections is presently being studied 
by the public works department. 
He defended the council action on the 
automobile bids as being "the most re­ 
sponsible.’’ He said that to have ac­ 
cepted the low bids would have meant 
taking the cars out of town for w arran­ 
ty maintenance (and police cars in par­ 
ticular need to be kept in town), re ­ 
stocking the city maintenance yard with 
C hrysler products, and retraining city 
mechanics who are already knowledge­ 
able about Fords and Chevrolets. 
Speight said the city has made many 
improvements during the past four years 
without raising the tax rate. He said, if 
reelected, he would attempt to maintain 
the same rate of progress without rais­ 
ing taxes if possible. 
MacCIure said pollution is becoming 
an increasing problem, even for Lompoc, 
and the city needs men capable of plan­ 
ning for the future in a fight against 
I>ollution. 
Jacoby mentioned the prepress being 
made by the city and said new council- 
men would slow that progress while 
learning "w hat’s going on.”

New location 
selected for 
MH facility 


Lompoc Mental Health Association 
has selected a new site for a proposed 
$100,000 mental health day center, ending 
a 
controversy 
that 
had 
blocked 
its location in another neighborhood. 
The new site is at 136 N. G St., 
on property owned by the Vienola family, 
according to a letter written Saturday 
to city and county officials by Richard 
H arris, of the Lompoc association. 
H arris told the Record today that 
he 
had 
talked 
with 
Dr. Norbert 
McNamara, county director of mental 
health services about the site and that 
the official accepted it. 
Officials of the county’s real property 
division have also surveyed the site 
and are presently completing technical 
details of the lease arrangement, H arris 
said. 
County mental health officials hope 
to open the doors of the day center by 
May 1. 
H arris has formerly withdrawn a pre­ 
vious request for a conditional use permit 
on the Edward Negus property at 619 
W. Cypress Ave. 
The association had 
originally sought a zone change to permit 
the use of the Negus property and when 
that drew fire from neighbors, a cond­ 
itional use permit was sought. Negus’ 
property is in a residential zone. 
The new site on Nortli G Street is 
in a commercial zone which permits 
uses sim ilar to mental health day centers 
as a m atter of right. Lompoc Planning 
Commission had withheld a final decision 
on the request for the Negus property 
pending further efforts by the association 
to find a site more compatible with 
the proposed use. Association officials 
had stressed the need for a homelike 
setting in which to establish the day 
center. 
The Vienola property will give the 
association about 4,100 square feet in- 
eluding the main facility located on 
the southeast corner of Walnut Avenue 
and G Street. 
Room for expansion 
is also available. 
The new location 
is about a block from the existing 
mental health center. 
Lompoc students rate 
favorable in testing 


Students in Lompoc Unified School 
D istrict are on an educational par or 
higher than state and national norms 
in most subject areas, the school board 
learned yesterday. 
Dr. Irwin Wapner, director of pupil 
personnel services for the district, made 
the evaluation in a study report based 
on state testing program s which were 
mandatory this year. 
"In all, the testing reflects, a rea­ 
sonable standard of performance in all 
areas which were tested by the tests 
used," Wapner told the school board. 
"We have some concerns in the science 
and arithm etic at grades four and eight; 
however, it would not be appropriate to 
rebuild our science program merely to 
conform to the testm akers selection of 
item s. As for the arithm etic and now 
the language, these areas will be taken 
care of in due time as new rwrms be­ 
come available for the tests we are 
using." 
In term s of his comments on the sci­ 
ence problems, Wapner was referring to 
the fact that some of the testing m ater­ 
ial did not coinci(te with the district’s 
chronological programming of the vari­ 
ous science fields. For example some 


of the tests may have been on subjects 
that are scheduled for future class­ 
room presentation thus may have re­ 
flected negatively in the results. 
The state board of education required 
testing in the sixth and twelfth grades. 
Results of these were presented along 
with additional district testing in grades 
3, 4, and 8. 


Testing results indicated that Lompoc 
and Cabrillo High Schools were about 
on a par with each other with a slight 
edge going to Cabrillo, Wapner said. 
But he noted that in either case the 
overall functioning was at or above ex­ 
pectancy. 
The highest scores were achieved by 
the honors classes which are held on the 
Lompoc Junior High School and West- 
wings campuses. At the junior high 
school, the honors students in the sixth 
grade for example scored 121 on ver­ 
bal intelligence tests and 127 on the 
non-verbal tests, compared with an anti­ 
cipated performance of 100 


Distric twide the total reading, lang­ 
uage and arithm etic skills indicated a 
score of 6.3 which was the anticipated 
performance according to Wapner.

Edward M, Kennedy 
reported to police here that he had driven 
his black sedan off a wooden bridge on 
Chappaquiddick Island about 10 hours aft­ 
er 
Miss Kopechne died 
in the car. 
The grand jury investigation was the 
fourth into the death by drowning of the 
form er "boiler room girl” who had 
been a campaign worker 
for the late 
Sen. Robert F. Kennedy.

here at 10:53 
a.m .

The recommital was rejected by a 
52-44 vote but .Mansfield said the final 
outcome would be much closer than that.

At the White House, Senate Republican

leader of Demo House 


THE BETTER HALF

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - As­ 
semblyman John J. Miller, a 
Berkeley 
Negro 
who 
calls 
himself an "advanced liberal,” 
replaced Jess Unruh as House 
Democratic leader today and 
proclaimed "the beginning of a 
new era.” 
The 
scrtspoken, 
37-year-old 
attorney, whose father was a 
janitor, is the first black man 
ever to be elected leader of 
either party in the Legislature. 
"This represents the recogni­ 
tion of elected officials at long 
last,” 
Miller 
said 
in 
an 
interview, "that the color of a 
man’s skin really doesn’t mean 
anything except that he has 
less 
chance of getting skin 
cancer.” 
Miller, 
born in Savannah, 
Ga., and graduated from the 
University of California law 
school, was first elected to the 
Legislature in 1966. Democrats 
chose him as their new leader 
on 
a 
20-17 
vote 
Monday 
afternoon during a closed-door 
caucus. 
The bespectaled, articu l a t e 
lawmaker did not seek the post. 
He 
w a s 
"drafted” 
as 
a 
compromise candidate after a 
seemingly 
unbreakable dead­ 
lock 
developed among three 
other Democrats. 
Unruh, who had led his party 
in 
the 
Assembly 
for 
nine 
stormy 
years, 
resigned 
as 
minority leader last week to 
devote 
more 
time 
to 
his 
gubernatorial 
campaign. The 
former Assembly speaker is 
running against Los Angeles 
Mayor 
Sam 
Yorty 
for 
the 
Democratic nomination. 
Unruh did not choose sides in 
the 
struggle 
to 
elect 
his 
successor and abstained from 
voting. 
Miller told newsmen he will 
not attempt to become Assem­ 
bly speaker—the next logical 
step up the political ladder—if 
Democrats should gain control 
of the House next November. 
J hey now are outnumbered, 41- 
39. 
" I 
don’t 
think 
I 
could 
properly represent the people of 
my district and be speaker,” he 
explained. Miller’s district con­ 
tains many liberal voters and 
the 
speaker 
generally must 
attempt to steer a middle-of- 
the-road course to remain in 
power. 
Miller said his "top priority” 
will 
be 
to 
work 
for 
"a 
Democratic 
majority 
in the 
Assembly so this business of 
plunging 
back into the 19th 
Century will cease.” 
Asked if he intends to be 
critical of Gov. Ronald Reagan, 
the 
new 
Democratic 
leader 
smiled and replied, "Wherever 
there is evil I will point it out.” 
Although the final vote for 
Miller 
was 
announced 
as 
unanimous, it was learned that 
the crucial, semifinal ballot 
only went 20-17 in his favor. It 
required 20 votes to elect a new 
leader. 
The 17 votes were cast for 
Assemblyman Joe A. Gonsalves 
of La Mirada, who had been the 
front running 
candidate 
last 
week when Democrats dead­ 
locked after four ballots. 
Miller’s support came from a 
coalition 
of the 
other 
two 
candidates, both Northern Cali­ 
fornians. They were Willie L. 
Brown Jr., a San Francisco 
Negro, and Robert W. Crown of 
Alameda. 
"He's cool. He doesn’t get 
excited,” Crown told newsmen 
when asked to describe Miller’s 
No. 1 asset. Crown nominated 
the new leader. 
Interestingly, the average age 
of Miller’s supporters was 39 
and 
the 
average 
age 
of 
Gonsalves’ was 49. 
Siding with Gonsalves was 
caucus chairman George Zeno- 
vich of Fresno, who is resigning 
from that post to run for the 
State Senate. 
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" I think what my election 
represents essentially is the 
beginning of a new era,” Miller 
told newsmen. 
The former president of the 
Berkeley Board of Education 
now holds the highest position 
ever afforded a Negro in the 
Legislature. 
Sen. Mervyn M. Dymally of 
Watts, 
the 
first black man 
elected to the State Senate, 
holds the No. 2 Democratic 
position in his House. He’s the 
caucus chairman. 
There are five Negroes in the' 
80-member Assembly. 
Although a "depression kid” 
from 
Georgia who migrated 
with his family to New York, 
Miller said, " I don’t live in the 
ghetto and haven’t for some 
time. I don’t play tha* bit. 
"What I’ve proved here is 
that one doesn’t have to come 
from the ghetto background to 
represent all kinds of people.” 
Miller also said, "Most self- 
made guys who come from the 
working class generally turn 
out to be conservatives when 
they make it... 
" I like to think of myself as a 
man 
of reason—an advanced 
liberal.”

W elfare Committee and sponsor 
of Reagan’s plan.

147-page report presented to the 
legislature.

Army doctor 


suspected in 


triple killing

MacDonald was under house 
arrest today as a suspect in the 
Feb. 17 slayings of his wife and 
two young daughters. 
The Army said MacDonald, 
26, of Patchogue, N.Y., was 
confined to his quarters and 
relieved of his duties as a 
doctor 
with the 6th Special 
Forces. 
Until Monday Army officials 
had said MacDonald was not a 
suspect. 
He 
has 
not 
been 
charged in the case. 
MacDonald told investigators 
after 
the 
murders that his 
family was attacked by three 
men and a woman. He said the 
woman, a blonde wearing a 
floppy hat, repeated the phrase, 
"acid is groovy, kill the pigs, 
hit ’em again.” 
MacDonald 
telephoned 
an 
operator that morning, said he 
was 
injured 
and needed an 
ambulance. When military po­ 
lice 
arrived they found the 
captain half-conscious on the 
bedroom 
floor 
with 
a stab 
wound in his chest that had 
punctured his right lung. 
His wife, Collette, 26, about 
six months pregnant, died of 
multiple stab wounds, a frac­ 
tured 
skull and two broken 
arms. 
The 
bodies 
of daughters 
Kimberly, 6, and Kristen, 2, 
were found in their separate 
bedrooms. Kimberly died from 
blows on the head -and stab 
wounds in the arm and chest. 
Kristen was stabbed in the neck 
and 
upper 
chest, 
but 
not 
beaten. 
Army criminal investigators 
from Ft. Gordon, Ga., identified 
two paring knives, an ice pick 
and an 18-inch board as the 
murder weapons. All had blood 
on them. 
A good friend of MacDonald’s 
told reporters he had visited 
the 
MacDonald 
family 
only 
three days before the murders 
when they discussed a maga­ 
zine article about hippie cults, 
drugs and the "ritual” slayings 
of actress Sharon Tate and four 
others in California. 
Lt. Ronald Harrison, 26, said 
MacDonald called his attention 
to the article saying, "Look at 
this. It’s wild.” 
Harrison also described Mac­ 
Donald as "very intelligent, 
perceptive and kind.”

The Long Tank Thrust-aug­ 
mented Thor will be launched 
by SAMSO’s 6595th Aerospace 
Test Wing at Vandenberg AFB. 
Like its namesake, the Norse 
god Thor, the Air Force’s Thor 
started out as a defender, an 
Intermediate 
Range Ballistic 
Missile (IRBM). 
As the need 
developed, the Thor was con­ 
verted to a space launch ve­ 
hicle. 
Undergoing continuous 
improvements, the Thor family 
today includes five different 
versions. 
The Thor has orbited the Pio­ 
neer series of satellites, Echo 
I, Tiros, the Orbiting Scienti­ 
fic Observatory and previous 
Nimbus satellites, and a number 
of classified launches.

at the trial of Robert Beau-

21, charged with the 
July, 1969, murder of 34-year- 
old Gary Hinman who played 
the piano and bagpipes. 
DeCarlo said Beausoleil told 
him Manson instructed him by 
telephone 
to 
kill 
Hinman 
because he “ ain’t cooperating” 
in turning over $20,000 to the 
Manson "family.” 
Manson has not been charged 
in the Hinman death but the 
prosecution contends it was the 
prelude to the slayings three 
weeks later of five persons at 
the Sharon Tate home and two 
more the next night. 


Stanford windows 


broken in protest 


STANFORD 
(UPI)-Several 
dozen 
windows were broken 
Monday in the fifth night of 
anti-ROTC demonstrations in 
the 
past 
week 
at 
Stanford 
University. 
It was the third time that the 
protests have brought violence. 
After a rally attended by 
about 250, many roamed around 
the campus in small groups 
About 50 protestors demon­ 
strated peacefully outside the 
ROTC 
building,

roving bands broke windows at 
the Aeronautics and Astronau­ 
tics Building, the EarthSciem e 
Building and the President’s 
Office. 
There were no arrests. 
School authrities 
asserted 
that only a small percentage of

were Stanford 
students. The rest came from 
Foothill College, UC Berkeley 
and other nearby areas. 
The demonstrators said they 
would continue their protests. 


DeCarlo said he talked with 
Beausoleil at the Spahn Ranch, 
an abandoned Western movie 
set 
where 
the 
35-year-old 
Manson was esconced with his 
hippie cult, and that "Bobby” 
Beausoleil told himofHinman’s 
death. 
Manson and his group have 
lived 
briefly 
at 
Hinman’s 
Topanga Canyon home. 
DeCarlo quoted Beausoleil as 
saying he went to Hinman’s 
house with two girls named 
"Sadie” and "M ary” to "con 
him 
out 
of some 
money.” 
DeCarlo identified "Sadie” as 
Susan Atkins, who is a defendant 
in the Tate 
murders, 
and 
"M ary” as another member of 
the "family,” Mary Brunner. 
Beausoleil 
was quoted as 
saying that "Sadie” held a gun 
on Hinman while he searched 
the house and that the musician 
tried to grab it from the girl. 
DeCarlo said Beausoleil told 
him he got the gun and hit 
Hinman over the head with it, 
then telephoned Manson. 
The 
cult 
leader 
appeared 
shortly 
with 
another 
man, 
DeCarlo 
testified in quoting 
Beausoleil, and slashed Hinman 
with the sword, then "split” 
and went back to the Spahn 
Ranch. 
D e C a r l o said Beausoleil 
stayed at the home for another 
seven hours and reported again 
to Manson for instructions and 
was "told to kill him.” 
"Bobby said he proceeded to 
stick Hinman four or five times 
with a bowie knife,” DeCarlo 
said.

The parent

Foreign Commerce Committee, 
however, 
meets 
instead 
on 
Nixon’s legislation to force a 
negotiated settlement on four 
unions. 
The mutual fund bill, intro­ 
duced in the House by Moss, 
also would permit banks and 
savings and loan associations to 
form mutual funds. 
The bill, passed by voice vote 
by the Senate on May 26, 1969, 
is opposed by the mutual fund 
industry. 
Hearings were held by the 
House subcommittee in Novem­ 
ber but efforts to bring the bill 
up for a vote in closed session 
have been blocked since Janua­ 
ry because of the subcom­ 
mittee’s 
inability 
to 
get 
a 
quorum. 
Under present law, compa­ 
nies selling mutual funds under 
long-term contracts can charge 
up to 50 per cent of the total 
commission 
—usually 
9 per 
cent -on the entire contract 
against payments made by the 
investor during the first year. 
This 
so-called 
"front 
end 
load” has come under criticism 
because 
it 
often results in 
heavy losses for investors who 
cash 
in their 
mutual

The legislation would permit 
the seller to continue charging

during the first year. But if the 
investor redeems his shares 
within the first three years he 
would get back all but 15 per 
cent of the commission.

Students io be aided in county's 


new food stamp distribution plan 


Many college and university 
students will be eligible for aid 
under the new food stamp pro* 
gram expected to be put into 
operation in the county in from 
about three to six months.” 
The Board of Supervisors, 
in voting to switch from the 
surplus food program to the 
stamp program, were told by 
County Welfare Director Arthur 
W. Nelson that students had 
been virtually shut off from 
getting surplus foods, but that 
those in need would be eligible 
under the same program now 
as a result of recent court 
decisions. 
County Administrative Offi* 
1 ei Raymond D. Johnson rec­ 
ommended adoption of the stamp 
program. 
He told the board 
that county costs under the 
surplus food program would 
possibly triple in the coming 
year to a total of about $94, 
000 if it were retained. 
The cost increase, Johnson 
figured, would be on the pro­ 
mise that removal of restrict­ 
ions as ordered by the courts 
could increase the number of 
eligible recipients from about 
7,500 to over 18,000, require 
hiring of six persons, and ren­ 
tal of warehouse space, refrig­ 
eration and loading equipment 
to cope with the bigger program. 
County cost would be about 
$<6,000 next year under the 
food stamp program, Johnson 
estimated, utilizing banks and 
grocery stores. 
Low-income persons as well 
as welfare recipients will get 
aid under the stamp program. 
Nelston explained 
the foot 
stamp program has the advan- 
tage of raising the purchasing 
power of low-income families 


No change yet in 
surplus food plan 


County 
Welfare 
Director 
Arthur W. Nelson emphasized 
today that the recent ruling 
of the U.S. District Court in 
San P rancisco as applying to 
Santa Barbara and numerous 
other counties has not served 
to force a change at this time 
in county regulations involving 
distribution of surplus foods 
and eligibility for them.

Are you l o n g i n g for a 
home sewing center all your 
own? A place to keep all 
your sewing m a t e r i a l s , 
where your sewing machine 
may be kept out d u r i n g 
heavy sewing sessions and 
converted to decorative use 
between sewing spurts? A

ress can be hidden without 
putting it away? 


If you can spare 36 inches 
at the end of your bedroom, 
the playroom or f a m i l y 
room, the laundry room or 
dining room, this stow-away 
center is for you. To create 
the unusual design we show 
today, the e x p e r t s at the 
Singer C o m p a n y made a 
study of e x a c t l y what a 
home sewer needs to do a 
professional job in a small 
area. B a s e d on that re­ 
search, the stow-away sew­ 
ing center was designed by 
Shirley Regendahl, easy for 
a home handyman to con­ 
struct, e a s y for a h o m e 
handywoman to use, practi­ 
cal, pretty and inexpensive. 


The Stow-away was built 
against a window-wall, to 
take advantage of natural 
light.

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Missilemen to compete 
here April 28-May 5 


The Strategic Air Command’s 
top m issile men will again com­ 
pete to detemine the command’s 
best m issile wing. 
General Bruce K. Holloway, 
commander in chief, SAC, has 
announced 
the 
SAC 
Missile 
Combat Competition will take 
place April 28 - May 5 at 
Vandenberg AFB. 
Participat­ 
ing will be two combat crews 
and a maintenance team from 
each of the six Minuteman and 
three Titan II missile wings. 
Missiles will not be launched 
as a part of the competition. 
Instead, 
combat 
crews 
will 
match skills in electronic, com­ 
puterized 
simulators 
called 
Missile Procedures Trainers 
which are virtually indentical to 
an operational launch control 
center at a SAC combat ready 
ICBM wing. 
While the launch crews are 
competing in the missile pro­ 
cedures trainers, judges will 
be observing competition main­ 
tenance teams at Vandenberg 
launch facilities. 
The judges 
will record the precision and 
skill each team demonstrates 
while 
completing 
essential 
maintenance tasks. 
To assure clearly defined 
winners, 
competition judges 
will rate each crew against 
pre-tested standards. Not only 
the accuracy with which a task 
is completed, but the speed, 
precision, and professionalism 
demonstrated by the crew while 
accomplishing each task will 
determine the competition win- 
nes. 
Each launch crew will be 
evaluated on three exercises 
with the score from each ex­ 
ercise combined for their final 
rating. 
Missile maintenance 
teams will face an even more 
stringent requirement to be­ 
come identified as “ the best 
in SAC.” 
They have only one 
opportunity 
to 
demonstrate 
their proficiency while bringing 
a missile to a “ ready to launch” 
status. 
The 
Missile 
Maintenance 
Team will install a re-entry 
vehicle. This delicate task will 
masure the speed and profici­ 
ency of the team while com­ 
plying with numerous technical 
and safety requirements. 
The ordinance team will in­ 
stall the device so vital to the 


missile in performing the in­ 
tricate maneuvers in space as 
it speeds to its target. 
The Minuteman Combat Tar­ 
geting Team and the Titan Align­ 
ment Team will perform two 
very important tasks. 
First 
they must determine that the 
missile is located at a precise 
point. 
This point of origin 
must be exact if the missile 
is to strike its target thou­ 
sands of miles away. 
Next, 
this 
precise 
point 
must be 
transferred through a series 
of highly technical procedures 
to the missile guidance equip­ 
ment. 
It is the culmination of all 
these maintenance actions that 
insures the missile will launch 
and strike its target when com­ 
manded by the Combat Crew. 
Each missile wing has until 
April 1 to select its two com­ 
bat crews and maintenance per­ 
sonnel. 
Selection criteria will 
be determined at base level. 
Awards will be presented to 
wings, combat crews and main­ 
tenance personnel winning the 
overall 
competition 
and the 
Minuteman and Titan II division. 
The wing with the most points 
from all its representatives 
will win the Blanchard Per­ 
petual Trophy, retaining it for 
one year. 
Winner of the Blan­ 
chard Trophy in SAC’s first 
Missile Combat Competition 
held in 1967, was the 351st 
Strategic Missile Wing, White­ 
man AFB, Mo. 
Last year’s 
winner was the 321st Strategic 
Missile 
Wing, 
Grand Forks 
AFB, N. D. (The Grand Forks’ 
Bomb Wing won the Bomber 
Combat Competition in Octo­ 
ber 1969.) 
Designed to increase SAC’s 
overall ability to deter general 
war, the SAC Missile Combat 
Competition has four primary 
objectives: 
Increase recognition of out­ 
standing personnel and wings. 
Promote exchange of profes­ 
sional information between per­ 
sonnel from all SAC missile 
units. 
Refine,

The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration’s Nimbus 
-3 
weather 
satellite 
has 
successfully contacted a spec­ 
ially-designed electronic collar 
worn by a wild elk near Jack­ 
son Hole, Wyo. 
Orbiting some 700 miles a- 
bove Earth yesterday Nimbus-3 
contacted the 500-pound female 
elk four times over a ten-minute 
period. 
Minutes earlier, in 
a 25-minute procedure, the elk 
had been tranquilized and fitted 
with the 23-pound collar after 
a 
veterinarian’s examination 
showed the animal to be healthy. 
The elk. which has worn a 
dummy collar of the size and 
weight of the instrumented one 
for 44 days, climbed back to 
her feet, ate hay and rejoined 
the herd showing no ill effects. 
Nimbus 
data 
received 
at 
NASA’s Goddard Space Flight 
Center, Greenbelt, Md., indi­ 
cated that all aspects of the 
satellite - animal 
tracking 
experiment are satisfactory. 
Nimbus will contact the elk 
twice daily, about noon and 
midnight. 
She will be tracked 
to the summer grazing area 
of either the Grand Teton or 
Yellowstone 
National 
Park 
areas when the 7,000-animal 
herd moves out of the National 
Elk Refuge within the next few 
weeks. 
The experiment, a joint effort 
of NASA and the Smithsonian 
Institution, will provide infor­ 
mation on body and air tem­ 
perature anddeteminationofthe 
migratory habits of the elk. 
The experiment is a pilot pro-* 
ject which is expected to develop 
ecological techniques that will 
make it possible to track en­ 
dangered species in the future. 
An earlier elk wearing the 
collar died Feb. 24 from a 
pneumonia-type disease not un­ 
common to the herd during 
the winter months. 
An auto- 
psy showed there was no con­ 
nection between the death and 
the animal tracking experiment.

$10 mill ion bequest 
goes to U of C

BAY ST. LOUIS, Miss. (UPI) 
—The 
grim reminders of a 
disaster called Hurricane Ca­ 
mille 
abound 
in 
this 
little 
county seat on the Mississippi 
Gulf coast. 
Tall pines lie snapped in half. 
Household goods rust amid the 
abandoned rubble of brick and 
wood 
homes. 
Bright 
new 
shingles dot the roofs of many 
structures left standing by the 
killer storm that roared inland 
over 
Hancock 
County 
last 
August. 
Now a new disaster—econom­ 
ic, rather than natural-looms 
over this poorest county of the 
poorest 
state 
in the union. 
Spawned by the decline of the 
space program, it threatens to 
make 
the 
task 
of 
erasing 
Camille’s scars all the harder. 
The Mississippi Test Facility 
(MTF), a checkout range for 
America’s 
Saturn 
5 
moon 
rockets and the only major 
employer in this area, is about 
to work itself out of business. 
Only six more Saturn stages 
remain to be test fired. At the 
end of this year, under current 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration plans, the rock­ 
et range that brought space age 
prosperity to Hancock County 
in 1963 will shut ddwn. 
Its present work force of 
2,334 will drop to a mere 250, 
the minimum needed to keep 
up 
the 
installation 
under 
“ mothballed” conditions. 
With 
no 
new 
rocket test 
programs in sight for several 
years and nowhere else to work 
at the MTF area, most of the 
almost 2,000 who will lose their 
jobs must move elsewhere in 
search of work. 
Their departure and the loss 
of 
the $30.6 million annual 
payroll from MTF, according to 
a 
recent 
General 
Electric 
survey of the area, “ would be 
catastrophic 
to 
the 
local 
economy.” 
The 
people 
of 
Hancock 
County, Pearl River County to 
the north and Harrison County 
to 
the 
east 
were 
openly 
skeptical when NASA said it 
would carve a giant rocket test 
range in the pine forests and 
swamplands 22 miles northwest 
of Bay St. Louis in Hancock 
County. 
The 
agency bought 13,500 
acres bordering the East Pearl 
River, dividing line between 
Louisiana and Mississippi, for 
the range. It surrounded’this 
with 
a 
128,000-acre “ noise 
buffer zone” easement 18 miles 
in diameter, in which no one 
could 
live and no habitable 
buildings could stand. 
Officials 
from 
NASA and 
General 
Electric, 
which 
operates 
the 
range 
under 
government 
contract, 
urged 
towns like Picayune and Bay 
St. Louis, Waveland and Pass 
Christian to provide new roads, 
new schools, new water and 
sewer lines, better fire and 
police 
protection, 
and 
new 
homes. 
Won over by now, the people 
of these towns agreed. Munici­ 
pal bond indebtedness jumped 
from a 1960 level of $100,000 to 
its present staggering total of 
$20 million. 
When MTF started testing 
operations in 1966, it employed 
3,500. Almost twice that many 
construction workers had alrea­ 
dy been brought in. “ Since that 


time,” said Henry F. Auter, 
NASA deputy manager at the 
site, 
“ we’ve 
had 
a 
rather 
steady decline.” 


NASA’s Auter and GE’s John 
R. Picard, general manager of 
the MTF operations team, know 
all 
too 
well the effect the 
shutdown will have on both the 
men who lose their jobs and the 
communities they leave. 
The communities will lose 
some 
of 
their 
most 
civic- 
minded citizens. Some small 
businesses will fail for lack of 
customers. 
Worse 
yet, 
the 
towns will be left without’much 
of the tax income they badly 
need 
to 
pay 
off the debts 
caused by their expansion. 
“ It’s 
going 
to 
hurt 
our 
economy,” Reed said. “ There’s 
no doubt about it. Our city has 
never defaulted on its bond 
debts, but I don’t know what we 
will do now.” 
One of those caught in the 
mid-March layoff was Lee R. 
Gulley a $14,500-a-year veteran 
of more than five years with 
GE 
marketing. 
Gulley, 
who 
lives with his wife and three of 
his children in a neat two-story 
house in East New Orleans, is 
sure he will have to move. 
I don’t know what I’m going 
to do,” he said. “ It was kind of 
unexpected.

studies. This proposal has won 
strong endorsement from Mis­ 
sissippi officials.

“ You’ve already felt the big

BAKERSFIELD 
(UPI)-QLn- 
gry trail bike enthusiasts are 
ready to wage “ all-out war’- to 
disprove the view that conser­ 
vation and motorized trail bikes 
don’t mix. 
And they may have to do 
something close to it to prevent 
the U.S. Forest Service from 
prohibiting vehicles in a large 
section of the 
Sierra high 
country in Sequoia and Inyo 
National Forests. 
The purpose of the proposed 
ban 
is to protect the only 
known natural habitat of the 
golden trout-California’s state 
fish. 
While the bike riders agree 
that 
the 
trout 
must 
be 
protected, they don’t think it 
requires setting aside 166,000 
acres as a future wilderness 
area which the Forest Service 
has recommended. 
“ This is an all-out war with 
us,’’ declare 
us,” declared Harvey Campbell 
president of the Bakersfield 
Trail Bike Club. “ This is our 
last stand and we are going to 
have our say onetime.” 
He said 600,000 to 700,000 
persons support his position. 
The furor erupted after the 
Forest Service recently an­ 
nounced it planned to close the 
region to vehicles and manage 
it as a wilderness area until 
such time as Congress decides 
whether it should be placed 
under the Wilderness Act. 
A F orest Service spokesman 
said the recommendation was 
based on response at public 
meetings 
in Lone Pine and 
Bakersfield last year when a 
majority of those present urged 
the trout area be set aside as 
wilderness.

Art has 
nothing to do with it. 


Films, of course, have always 
aimed for common denomina 
tors — certainly 
in the older 
days too. But at least that fact 
was just accepted in the past, 
and

one 
was 
trying to 
disguise it, or pass off obvious 
material as earth shaking, soul* 
saving pretense. 
It was simply entertainment, 
and in the end that's all that 
successful films w ill ever come 
down to. Regardless of the age 
of the creators and audience, it 
is still a checkered vest busi­ 
ness, 
mostly 
a 
matter 
of 
logistics and finance, with art a 
poor third. It is a perennial 
circus. And as Carl Sandburg 
once said, all the truly great 
achievements in the world are 
accomplished by individual men 
sitting 
alone 
in 
a 
room, 
thinking. 
Who but the most shallow 
people, one must ask, would 
actually care to be educated by 
purveyors 
of show business 
entertainment? At its best, film 
is 
still a crude method of 
communication as opposed to 
the 
subtlety 
of 
the 
finest 
printed words.

Treatment of Polyps 


Dependent on Cause 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q — W h a t causes nasal 
polyps ’ 
Could 
they cause 
headaches? How can they be 
prevented0 What treatment 
is recommended? 
A—Polyps arc usually as­ 
sociated with chronic sinus­ 
itis. allergic rhinitis or cystic 
fibrosis 
Often a combina­ 
tion of these is present. They 
may cause headaches but 
there are so many other pos­ 
sible causes that a thorough 
diagnostic search should be 
made. 
If the cause of the polyps 
can be identified the treat­ 
ment s h o u l d be directed 
toward its elimination. Since 
these g r a p e 1 i k e benign 
tumors 
may 
obstruct 
the 
nasal passages they should 
be removed. If they recur 
after repeated operations, it 
may be necessary to remove 
the entire mucous lining of 
the involved sinus. 


Q — My daughter. 15. has 
two polyps at the opening of 
her rectum 
Is surgery the 
only treatment? 
A—In this location a polyp 
may become malignant but, 
since this is not as common 
as was once thought, some 
authorities advise withhold­ 
ing operation u n l e s s the» 
tumor is more than one cen­ 
timeter in diameter, its sur- 
lace is rough or it bleeds. 
If it is removed, a micro­ 
scopic examination of the 
specimen should be made 
to rule out m a l i g n a n t 
change. 


Q—My doctor says I have 
a polyp on my cervix. Would 
it cause a mucous discharge? 
What caused it° Should it 
he removed? If so, will it 
return? 
A — A cervical polyp may 
cause a slight mucous or 
blood-tinged discharge. The 
cause is unknown. It should 
be removed and examined 
microscopically. If it is com­ 
pletely removed, recurrence 
is rare

BALTIMORE, Md.—(N EA )—If the recuperative powers 
of John Mackey are any omen, the newly reorganized N a­ 
tional Football League P layers should be in excellent 
shape. 
Four weeks ago, the doctors in B altim ore cut into the 
right knee of M ackey—his first operation ever—and ex­ 
tracted a few bone chips 
that had been f l o a t i n g

around for six years and 
had burrow ed a hole into 
the bone. 


When the big tight end of 
the Colts left the operating 
room , they n e v e r even 
bothered to put a cast on 
\ 
the hinge. He went home 
• and started walking around. 
In a week he was running. 
In three weeks, he w asn’t 
even w e a r i n g a w rap 
around the knee. 
Also unwrapped was the 
M ackey personality in his 
conjunctive r o l e as the 
p r e s i d e n t of the NFL 
players’ group, which since 
January has encom passed 
all 26 team s of the com ­ 
bined l e a g u e s . He was 
e l e c t e d unanimously at 
their conclave in New* O r­ 
leans. 
The president of John M ackey E nterprises, Inc 
still 
another of his energy outlets, was given a leave of absence 
by the board to pursue the betterm ent of football players’ 
conditions with his usual vigor. 
By mid-April, they should have a better idea where they 
stand with the pro football owners, after Mackey and his 
counsel m eet with the ow ners’ com m ittee in either New 
York or D etroit.

In M ackeyan logic, it runs som ething like this: 
I look at coaches the sam e way as ball players. They 
get released the sam e as players. The c a ree r life of a 
player is 4.5 years. I don’t know w hat a coach’s is, but 
he s trying to m ake it while he can—sam e as us.” 
Of course, it can be pointed out to John, the position of 
a coach can be interpreted as p art of m anagem ent. 
’ M anagem ent,” he says, “ . . . to m e th a t’s the general 
m anager and the like. Anyhow, the im portant thing about 
what Shula did is that it could sta rt a trend. Anybody who 
could show that he’s bettering him self—if he’s free to go. 
he might decide to take along one of his best players.”

Salmon and bottom fishing 
in coastal waters is still on 
the spotty side. 
However, re­ 
ports that a school of anchovy 
has shown up may bring as 
improvement in conditions. 
The best spot for rock fish 
appears to be in the vicinity 
of Pt.

off Guadalupe— 
a rather long run for the ave­ 
rage sportfishing boat. 
Last 
week 29 boats checked in with 
37 salmon at Port San Luis. 
In regard to the closure of 
anchovies, it would seem that 
in addition to Zone I being 
closed, there is a 12-mile off­ 
shore closed area running as 
far north as Point Conception. 
While he would like to have 
seen this carried further up 
the coast as far as Monterey, 
there’s no doubt sports fish­ 
ermen have gained recognition 
from the DFG and the state 
fish and game commission. 
The result of the closure 
should be felt locally unless 
the reduction fishingboats move 
into the area north of Conception 
where apparently there is no 
limit beyond the zonal allow­ 
able take. 
It is to be hoped 
local sportmen’s clubs will keep 
a sharp eye on the progress 
of this and if the salmon fish­ 
ery appears imperilled will re­ 
quest the closure be carried 
further north. 
It is a sad blow to the clam­ 
ming fraternity that the Pismo- 
Oceano area is closed because 
of pollution at the Pismo and 
Arroyo Grande creek outlets 
to the ocean. 
We 
heard 
one reasonable 
account for the pollution. The 
polluted area of two years ago 
could be covered in sand with 
the live bacteria. Later storms 
have removed this sand, ex­ 
posing 
the 
bacteria infected 
area to the waves, which havi 
scattered it along the coast. 
It sounds reasonable and now 
no doubt the area sewage dis­ 
tricts are keeping a lookout 
for any escape of sewage. 
Surf 
fishing at the newly 
opened Santa Barbara County 
park south of the Santa Maria 
River has been exceptionally 
good. 
Some nice bags of two 
pound perch have been taken. 
We recently received a few 
samples of plastic sand crabs 
from the Creme Lure Co. that 
have

southern waters and hope to 
try them in the near future. 
They appear to be most life­ 
like, and should be what is 
required, as live sand crabs 
are becoming hard to locate.

Long before the widespread illegal use of drugs, our cul-

ab*y a drug culture> says Eugene Schoen- 
feld, M.D., who is also known as “ Dr. HIPocrats” in the un­ 
derground press. 
Consider, he suggests, the daily intake of drugs by a typi­ 
cal family as observed by a child. 
He sees his parents groping for coffee and cigarettes as soon 
as they awaken. Use of these drugs continues through the day. 
He watches his mother use tranquilizers and perhaps amphe­ 
tamines if she is nervous or overweight. When father re- 
o,fr0rn work he immediately downs a couple of mar­ 
tinis. Sleep may be induced by barbiturates. 
A child also spends many hours watching television ab­ 
sorbing countless commercials touting drugs as the answer 
o every problem. By the time he enters school, he is aware 
that drug use is encouraged and freely practiced by his eld­ 
ers and is considered morally right by most. 
No wonder,” one is tempted to say, “ kidsare puffing mari­ 
juana and popping LSD and all that other stuff ’’ 
But is cause and effect all that simple? 
Our culture has also been work-oriented and achievement- 
oriented for a long time. Yet it is the sons and daughters of 
the middle class, where these values are most firmly en­ 
trenched, who are most vehemently rejecting this “ lifestyle.” 
Parental example doesn't seem to be working here 
It strains credibility just a little bit to think that the aver­ 
age young person reasons to himself: “ Dad smokes cigar­ 


ettes, therefore it’s morally right for me to smoke pot. 
Mom takes a lot of aspirins, so why shouldn’t I shoot dope?” 
If he does, then he is, to borrow the language of the young 
simply “ copping out.” 
There is a definite difference between tobacco and mari­ 
juana and between aspirin and heroin. There is a definite 
difference between taking a tranquilizer to help oneself cope 
with the stresses of daily living and taking a hallucinogenic 
drug to zap oneself entirely out of reality. 
Schoenfeld is on solid ground, however, when he advocates 
education, based on known scientific facts, not punishment, 
as the proper attack on the problem. 
“ Drug abuse is a serious public health problem, but po­ 
lice-state methods are not the cure,” he says. “ The puni­ 
tive approach to drug abuse has never proven effective An 
alcoholic jailed hundreds of times heads directly for a bottle 
on being released from jail.” 
Drugs possess no moral qualities, he points out. They are 
not intrinsically good, bad, holy or evil. But they do produce 
effects and side effects. 
“ Knowing these effects and teaching them in a credible 
manner (drug education, in other words) is our best hope for 
preventing drug abuse.” 
That holds not only for the addictive and mind-bending drugs 
but also for the whole pharmacopoeia of legally obtainable 
pills and preparations Americans consume by the carloads 
every year.

Sea C ity 


The county’s newest and smallest city 
maybe should be called Sea City now. 
Mini-sized Carpinteria likes its pres­ 
ent name though. But its citizenry are 
beginning to get the point that the bulk 
of the city’s area is under water. 
City Planner Arthur Simonian went 
to the map at City Hall the other day 
and took some measurements at our re­ 
quest. He found the city has a sea­ 
front extending about %l/2 miles. 
With city officials on the verge of 
having the entire waterfront area push­ 
ed out two miles seaward as a result 
of recent annexations, this could mean at 
least twice as much city area under 
water as on dry land, Simonian readily 
admitted. 
Nobody is kicking about it. After all, 
the 
city beaches 
are 
known as the 
world’s safest.” The 
marine scene 
brings in money all the time for the 
small city, and an alert City Hall is 
watching city revenues increase yearly. 
The city got its start back in 1965. 
It was only one and three-tenths square 
miles in area, and that included the area

half a mile seaward off the beaches. 
Backers of eityhood set up modest boun­ 
daries at the start with good reason; 
some elements in the area felt eityhood 
was the last thing Carpinteria needed. 
The city’s third push out into the 
Pacific (it’s yearning to take in those 
multi-million dollar oil drilling plat­ 
forms still out of reach> should get 
final official sanction before long. 


This stems from recent annexation of

So he can hardly ob­ 
ject, city officials say, to the city’s 
present program of evening up the city’s 
seaward boundary off its new industrial 
area to the east. 
The city has been moving in differ­ 
ent directions taking in new land areas. 
The high school well out of town was an­ 
nexed via a corridor. A big prize in 
recent years was reaching out and get­ 
ting a utility sub-station quite far out of 
town. 
Other less important areas were pull­ 
ed into the city. The only setback came 
when the city lost out in an election to 
annex Santa Monica Gardens by two 
votes. The city still is eyeing this area, 
but there are no plans currently for a 
new annexation try. 
Turning away from Santa Monica Gar­ 
dens for now, the city has three other 
annexations pending. This involves about 
120 acres east of the city and north of 
U.S. 101 taking in a group of proper­ 
ties extending to Parson's Airport. 
The added revenues of all the annex­ 
ations hasn't been totaled up yet. But 
city officials “ guess” that assessed 
valuation could be up some $5 million 
or more from about $10 million of a few 
years back. Moreover, the city is get- 
ting added revenues through state tide- 
lands annexations as well.

He proves this currently by a private 
recheck on February employment. The 
production jobs fell an estimated 158,- 
000 after 
seasonal 
adjustments. Mr. 
McCracken found that the especially vo­ 
latile 
durable 
goods industries’ jobs 
saw a 120,000 fall in February. 
But 
wholesale and retail 
trade jobs, a key 
service indicator, and service jobs as 
a whole actually rose 65,000 in Febru­ 
ary.
